The minimum standard deduc¬ 
tion is computed as follows: 

$200 plus $100 for each exemp¬ 
tion claimed except for married 
persons filing separate returns— 
$100 plus $100 for each exemp¬ 
tion. 

Computed under either method, 
the standard deduction may not 
exceed $1,000 ($500 each for 

married persons filing separate 
returns). 

Q. Will you clarify this prob¬ 
lem for me? If my husband and 
I file separate returns can he 
claim the 10% standard deduc¬ 
tion and I claim the minimum 
sttandard? 

A. No — Husband and wife 
filing separate returns must use 
the same type of standard deduc¬ 
tion. If one spouse claims the 
10% standard deduction, the 
other must also.

Q. I have a W-2 from my em¬ 
ployer and I do not have a tax 
form. Where can I secure one? 

A. Every taxpayer who filed 
a return last year should have re¬ 
ceived a form through the mail. 
However, if you are in need of 
any forms you should call or tele¬ 
phone your nearest Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service office. 

Q. At my place of employment 
there is a lot of discussion as to 
who can and who cannot file a 
joint return. Will you square me 
away for once and for all as to 
just who may file a joint return ? 

A. Individuals who as of the 
East day of the taxable year (De¬ 
cember 31 for most taxpayers) 
are: 

Married and living' together. 

Married and living apart but 
not divorced or legally separated. 

Separated under an interlocu¬ 
tory decree of divorce. 

If your spouse died during the 
tax year, you are considered to 
have been married for the entire 
year. If you did not remarry dur¬ 
ing the tax year, you may file 
a joint return for yourself and 
your deceased spouse. 

Q. I am just a bit confused as 
to whether I can file on a Form 
1040A which you people call a 
short form or the 1040 long form. 
Would you kindly tell me who is 
permitted to use the little card— 
Form 1040A? Also, does a 1040A 
allow any deductions at all? 

A. In answering the first part 
otf your question let me say that 
any citizen or resident who had 
less than $10,000 total income, 
consisting of wages subject to 
withholding tax and not more 
than $200 income from other 
wages, dividends, and interest can 
use Form 1040A. 

If husband and wife file a joint 
1040A, then combined income 
cannot exceed the above amounts. 

Form 1040A cannot be used by

Patty Bruce, 7, of Pontiac, j 
Mich., crippled since birth 
by a severe spinal birth de¬ 
fect, learned by happy ac¬ 
cident when she was little 
more than three years old 
that she could walk without 
braces or crutches. 

It was a hot summer day and 
her mother had set aside 
Patty's crutches, removed the 
braces from her legs and stood 
the pretty little blonde in. a 
neighbor's backyard wading 
pool. “It was like a miracle," 
Mrs. Bruce recalls, “She began 
to walk right through the 
water." 

After that day, Patty, who 
was born with leg-paralyzing 
open spine and deformities of 
both feet, practiced and ex¬ 
ercised until she needed neither 
braces nor crutches on dry 
land. If fhere is a miracle in 
her story, however, it has 
nothing to do with the water. 

Dr. Donita B. Sullivan, di¬ 
rector of the March of Dimes- 
financed Birth Defects Center 
at the University of Michigan, 
Ann Arbor, explained, ‘‘With 
proper physical therapy and 
other treatment over a period 
of time, children like Patty 
often develop enough muscle 
power to walk without the 
support of braces." 

Today, for a girl who had 
such a slow start, Patty can do 
a swinging job with a hoola 
hoop. But life has been a long, 
uphill struggle. 

Patty's fight to live like 
children born free of handi¬ 
caps began in Pontiac when 
she came into the world pre¬ 
maturely, weighing only 3 Vz 
pounds. She was the first Oi. 
fraternal twins, and her 
brother* Mike, was also born 
with a birth defect. 

Doctors detected a heart 
murmur in the lad, indicating 
possible congenital heart de¬ 
fects, and have been seeing 
him once a year since birth. 

Patty's condition required 
immediate attention. When she 
was three months old, she was 
taken to the Birth Defects 
Center in Ann Arbor where 
neurosurgeons performed cor¬ 
rective surgery on her back.

PLAN YOUR ATTACK 

Fishing, like fotthall, re¬ 
quires a bit of strategy. And 
a good job of “double-teaming" 
will work just as well on bash¬ 
ful bass as it does on a bruis¬ 
ing fullback. 

Since many fishing hours 
are consumed in finding the 
right combination of lure and 
fishing depth on a particular 
day, say the fishing experts at 
Mercury outboards, the use of 
and teamwork is highly rec¬ 
ommended. 

Before casting off from the. 
dock, spend a few minutes in 
a skull-session with your part¬ 
ner. Discuss the “playing-field” 
— its bays, rocky points, weed r 
beds, dropoffs, etc. How is the 
weather likely to affect the 
fish? And what are the scout¬ 
ing reports of yesterday's an¬ 
glers? 

As the plan of attack is map¬ 
ped out, each man is given 
a specific assignment. In a 
boat, it’s usually a case of “you 
hit' 'em high and I'll hit ’em 
low.” 

If the waters are strange and 
you're in the fish-finding stage, 
you’ll probably elect to troll. 
With two men, both the shal¬ 
low and middle, or middle and 
lower depths can be tested 
simultaneously. The inshore 
angler works the shallower 
level, while the. offshore rod 
probes deeper —an efficient, 
hour-saving arrangement. 

When fish are known to be 
in a certain spot,> different 
combinations of lures should 
be tried: floaters and sinkers, 
spoons and plugs . . . even 
various colors of the same 
lure. 

“Ganging up” in this manner 
may often cut experimenting 
and prospecting almost in half, 
note the Mercury lads. The 
only rule is that two different 
approaches should be used at 
the same time. 

Instead of copying your.part¬ 
ner's choice of .lure, snap on 
what might be his next selec¬ 
tion.

“This had to happen 
during my vacation.” 

“You think you’ve got troub¬ 
les?” replied John. “I’m on my 
•honeymoon.” 


Q. I am 62 years old and think¬ 
ing of retiring. My wife is only 
56 and we have a son 15. Some¬ 
one told my wife that she and 
my son can collect Social Sec¬ 
urity benefits also when I retire. 
Is this true? My wife doesn’t 
work. 

A. Yes, this is correct. We may 
pay benefits to your wife and 
son, until your son is age 18. At 
18, benefits will be stopped, un¬ 
less your son continues bis edu¬ 
cation, then benefits can be paid 
until age 22 for him, as long as 
he remains a full-time student in 
an accredited school. Your wife 
could again start receiving bene¬ 
fits at age 62. 

Q. I was involved in an acci¬ 
dent early this month and will be 
unable to work for at least a 
year, according to my doctor. I 
was employed for over 9 years 
before this accident. Can I file 
for disability benefits and if yes, 
when should I do it? 

A. According to the informa¬ 
tion you have supplied in your 
letter, you should file as soon as 
possible. Benefits are not payable 
until after a person has been dis¬ 
abled for 6 full months. Filing 
early and obtaining necessary 
medical information for the 
claim, will help insure payments 
to you as soon as the six months 
waiting period is up. 

Q. How disabled must a widow 
be to qualify for benefits under 
the new amendments? 

A. Under the new law, a sev¬ 
erely disabled widow can receive 
benefits if she has a physical or 
mental impairment that would be 
severe enough to keep her from 
performing any gainful work, and 
her impairment has lasted, or is 
expected to last a year or more. 

Q. I am a 53-year old widow. 
My husband died in August of 
1963. I can’t work because I have 
a heart condition since M&y of 
1965. 

A. If your heart condition is 
severe enough to prevent you 
from doing any type of work, you 
may be eligible for disabled 
widow’s benefits. t
